many dead men in front of trenches held by 
American troops as in front of trenches other- 
wise held.

gcehs. These are the marks of American-trained 


troops, for a builet so placed stops its victim 
immediately, while a man with a mortal wound 
in his chést may run a hundred yards and kill 
a an or two with his bayonet before he dies.

To the man who has never followed the fas- 
cinating sport of military rifle shooting, the 
connections between the preparations of the 
Yanks for battle in Chateau-Thierry ‘and the 
great retreat which the future may prove to 
have been one of the critical stages of the war, 
may appear vague and difficult to understand; 
but the fact remains that the shock troops

chance or upon the mass of the target for hits, 
but which were directed against individual 
marks by cool, deliberate, expert riflemen, who 
knew how to shoot and who knew they knew 
how to shoot.

Rifle Not Merely a Bayonet Staff 


“All this was in direct contrast to the accept- 
ed order of things along the Western front. 
That a soldier in battle should take time to 
adjust his sights so that neither the range, 
nor the force of the wind would interfere with 
the straight flight of the bullet, was incompre- 
hensible to the French, by whom the rifle had 
come to be regarded mainly as a staff for a 


bayonet, or at best a firearm from which a 


man with little previous training might send 
projectiles against an attacking mass and feel 
confident that a certain percentage of the bul- 
lets—one in every 600 fired, statistics tell us— 
would find a human mark. 

Equally a revelation to the Hun was the 
marksmanship of the Yanks, the German army 
never having believed in rifle practice at dis- 
tances greater than 400 meters, relying upon the 
volume of fire from its mass formation rather 
than upon the individual precision of the sol- 
diers composing those masses. In the first of 
the fighting around Chateau-Thierry, there were 
in action a few Chaucat machine rifles, weap- 
ons which automatically load and fire a score 
of shots .without recharging, but the rank and 
file of the American forces were armed with 
nothing more rapid than our own Springfield 
rifle, the magazine of which holds only five 
cartridges, and which is in no way automatic. 
Yet so fast, furious and destructive was the 
Yankee fire that German prisoners declared 
that at the time they believed every American 
in the fight was armed with an automatic 
weapon. 


| Our Skill Amazes the Germans ) 
% neenainday 


Since American troops first entered the front 
line trenches, “over there,” the skill which indi- 
viduals have displayed with small arms—both 
the rifle and pistol has been a matter for won- 
der and for widespread favorable comment 
among all our allies. 

Before our entrance in the war of wars, 
there was but one belligerent nation among 
whose armed forces even casual attention had 
been paid to individual skill with the rifle. That 
nation was England, between whose long-range 
shots, both from the “Tight Little Isle” and 
from Canada, and the premier riflemen of the 
United States, there has long existed a clean 


gy 


of time and powder to spit a German on a bayo- 
net after a terrific hand-to-hand struggle, and 
blow the blade from the Hun’s body by discharg- 
ing a bullet from the rifle to which the bayonet 
is fixed—the bullet which might have been used 
in the first place to make a “good German.” In 
short, the Yank has always instinctively turned 
to rifle or pistol in all matters of offence or 
defence which demand more effective weapons 
than good American fists. Therefore, the greatest 
factor in the success of the American arms has 
been not the effective fire of the American army 
so much as the effective rifle fire from the indi- 
vidual American soldier. 


Exploits of Yankee Riflemen — |

The exploits of the American riflemen in the 
war of wars, arefegion. The full story of his skill 
has never, and probably will never, be told, for 
it is all part of a day’s red work. Yet official dis- 
patches have shown how, with accurate rifle 
fire at Chateau-Thierry, the marines as a unit 
beat back the advance of the enemy; how a 
Yankee, Sergeant, a few weeks before 
Marne, picked off 25 Huns as they were crossing 
the river from a distance of 600 yards; how an 
American private was found dead, ringed about 
by 10 German corpses, each bearing testimony, 
in his death wounds, of the rapidity and accu- 
racy of fire.which marked the last stand cf the 
unnamed Yankee, who, when he was mortally 
hit, thrust his bayonet in the ground to show 
he was the last survivor of-the unequal conflict; 
how, in short, individually and collectively the 
Americ 1 soldier has given the rifle a new ef- 
fectiveness and a new importance in modern war 
which will endure to his glory and the growing 
lists of the Kaiser’s casualties until the Douzh- 
boys tramp the streets of Berlin. 


In every phase of the fighting in Europe to- 
day, the Yankee soldier is destined to pre-emi- 
nence in small arms firing. Heretofore, 
trenches, the Hun has felt safe from all 
chance bullets, at certain ranges, but consider 
this from a British officer with three years ex- 
perience in the trenches, who while lIccturing 
before a class of student officers of the United 
States Army, said: /. 

“IT am told that there are riflemen in the 
United States who can hit a target the size of 
a man at a distance from 800 to 1000 yards, and 
make their hits consistently. If this is true, and 
my information leads me to believe that it is, 
the American soldier will have a jolly time Ifun 
hunting. The Boche has believed himsc'f safe— 
and we must admit that he has been safe from 
all but the best snipers—at ranges of 60 yards 
or more.”

These representatives of the races 
which the German has characterized as inferior 
peoples and upon whose permanent slavery he 
founded his hopes of world empire, in the most 
historic of American buildings must appeal to the 
American people to lend their aid in making this 
war a true war of liberation. And it is to this 
phase of the peace settlement that I desire to 
turn in the present article. 

The Mitteleuropa, which thé victories of Allen. 
by and D’Esperey have recently all but annihilat- 
ed, extended on the map from the Baltic to the 
Persian Gulf; it included more than 150,000,000 
people, and of these but half were German, the 
balance belonged to a score of races, and of these 
the Magyar, the Osmanli and the Bulgar were 
admitted to a degree of partnership. In the 
German conception, the Austro-German and the 
Magyar were to be the overseers of the Slavs and 
Latins of the Hapsburg empire, the Bulgar, the 
padrone of the Balkan races, the Osmali Turk, 
the agent of the German master in Asia Minor. 

This Mitteleuropa has been broken; Bulgaria 
has surrendered, Turkey is on the point of capit- 
ulation. Austria, in the happy phrase of a Ger- 
man orator, is “disbanding.” On_the negative 
side, we, the nations in alliance agginst Germany, 
have prevailed. We have broken the German 
conception, but this is obviously only the first 
step. We have now to finish the fight with 
Germany herself; to achieve that victory which 
must. be achieved before there can be real peace.

No New Alsace-Lorraine Wanted 


How shall we achieve this end? Obviously it 
is not possible to destroy any considerable frac- 
tion of the German race, even were there moral 
justification for such a course. We cannot, in 
any considerable measure, partition or enslave 
the 75,000,000 members of the Teutonic race in- 
habiting Central Europe. To do this would be 
merely to create a new Alsace-Lorraine or a new 
problem such as that of Italy in the last century. 
That the great mass of German people would ul- 
timately regain its unity, and until it did re- 
gain that ‘unity, Europe would be in a state of 
instable equilibrium, is patent. | 

By contrast it is not now possible to conceive 
that the 75,000,000 Germans would, in the past, 
have undertaken their gigantic attack upon civil- 
ization had they not exercised complete control

to us, exactly as the unification of Ger- 
many and of Italy put a terminus to those 
French imperialistic aspirations of Na- 
poleon and Louis XIV, which troubled 
Europe in other days. 

We have to finish the task of defeating 
Germany; this is the first duty. We have 
then to re-draw the map of Europe in 
such fashion as to liberate the subject 
races, to set free the 60,000,000 who were 
to have been eternal slaves of the Ger- 
mans and have been temporary victims. 
These things done, and rightly done, the 
task of erecting the league of nations 
might be undertaken but it can be hope- 
fully undertaken then.—FRANK H.

Our solution must inexorably be found in the 
just and proper recognition of the rights and 
aspirations of those millions of people, who were 
yesterday Germany’s helpless slaves, whose men 
supplied the cannon fodder, whose fields yielded 
the food, whose factories furnished the machin- 
ery for the present war, whose collective contri- 
bution to the German side, alone, made this war 
possible. We must set them free, we must pro- 
vide them with the necessary resources for sep- 
arate national] existence, and we must guarantee 
them our protection during that relatively short 
period necessary to their organization. 


Beware of Creating Political Ulcers

We should do all of. this as an act of justice. 
We owe it to the Poles, the Rumanians. the 
Greeks, the Serbs, to the people of all the en- 
slaved races, to bestow upon them these bless- 
ings, to preserve which, so far as we were con- 
cerned, we took up arms against Germany. But 
aside from the moral aspect, which should be 
controlling and rarely is in international rela- 
tions, there is the material consideration. Unless 
we do liberate and fortify these races, we shall 
have to fight the German again, and he will 
again be able to throw these people against us 
and to use their labor and their lands to support 
his war upon us. 

The question of the League of Nations in- 
volves other considerations; yet, even here, we 
may be sure that no league of nations can have 
even a ghost of a chance of success, if it is not 
founded upon the doctrine of equal rights for all 
races. As a mere insurance against war this 
league of nations will be as impotent as the 
Holy Alliance or the more recent concert of 
Europe, if underneath there exists an ulcer such 
as the Eastern situation or the problem Italy 
presented after the Congress of Vienna. If we 
make peace without bestowing liberty upon any 
race, that race will repudiate our agreements, 
seek its own rights, and, inevitably, overset our 
league of nations as the Balkan States over- 
turned the concert of “urope. 

To make peace permanent we must abolish 
evils, which are a menacd¢to permanent peace, 
and the greatest of such evils is the survival of 
international injustice expressed in the denial of 
liberty to any race or nation. The refusal of 
Europe, divided by its own selfish ambitfons, to 
do justice to the small Balkan States, led the 
Balkan States to act for themselves, led inescap- 
ably through Serajevo to Armageddon. | 

The question of Poland, of Rumania, of the 
Austrian Slavs, is not, then, a remote and rela- 
tively unimportant question for Americans. On 
the contrary, it is the most vital of al) questions, 
once Germany has been beaten and forced to 
surrender. Our mission, if we are to have a mis- 
sion, is the making of peace, must lie ‘in resolute 
championship of the rights of all the peoples, 
whose condition in the past has been such as to 
make a world conflagration possible, inevitable.

Prohibition Arguments. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

One of the principal arguments used 
against prohibition is the decrease in rev- 
ehue prohibition would cause. The fal- 
jacy of this argument rests in the fact 
that the revenue which we derive from 
liquor is not even half sufficient to meet 
the expenses that are directly traceable 
to the consumption of alcoholic bever- 
ages. In other words, liquor actually 
costs the community at least $2 for every 
doliar of revenue that it brings. This 
does not even take disease and other evils 
into consideration that are also traceable 
to liquor. 

Another argument is that of throwing 
Treople out of employment. It has been 
found that prohibition will actually so in- 
crease legitimate business that it will 
soon take care of all men so affected. The 
money now spent for liquor would sim- 
ply be used for legitimate goods and 
would, therefore, correspondingly in- 
crease legitimate business. 

The liquor business increases crime— 
the news items in any daily paper in any 
liquor-drinking community will prove 
this. Also, the liquor habit, as everybody 
knows, decreases labor and business ef- 
ficiency. 

Now a word about the much-abused 
expression ‘“‘personal liberty.’ In the 
iight of the meaning of “‘liberty’’ as we 
how use the word—-a word that is as sa- 
cred as anything we have in our lan- 
guage—-this is not good form. What our 
friends undoubtedly mean is “personal 
freedom,” which is quite another matter. 
Liberty guarantees personal freedom 
where it does not injure another, but to 
speak of “personal liberty’’ when it comes 


to drinking is like using a silken gown 


for a mop or a dishrag. 

It is true that the allies regulate 
the liquor business, but that that has 
helped to win the war no man has thus 
far been insane enough to claim.

128,105 SHEEP; 238,307 DOGS. 

The Food Administrator of Arkansas has been puzzied 
by the failure of his efforts to increase sheep produc- 
tion, so he asked for figures. His request took the'form 
of a census of the sheep and goats and of the dogs. 
The results were amazing. Forty-one counties reported 
more dogs than sheep and 13 report more sheep than 
dogs. The totals were 128,105 sheep and goats and 238,- 
207 dogs. 

On the basis of these figures, the Food Administra- 
tor is drafting a bill for the next Legislature to place 
& heavy tax on dogs. In the meantime he is asking for 
additional figures from the counties on the damage 
done during the last year by dogs in the killing of 
livestock. He now is of the opinion that these figures 
will be strong enough to warrant him putting into 
this bill that all dogs must be confined.

Auditor Hackman Makes Report to 
Governor, Alleging Poor Account- 
ing and Illegal Attendance Fee. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 3.—lIn a 
report covering a special audit of 
the. books of the Missouri State San- 
itarftum at Mt. Vernon, made to the 
Governor yesterday, State Auditor 
H. Hackmann severely criticised the 
management of that institution for 
lax methods of accounting, which, he 
says, has cost the State $4253.63 
since 1910. 

He also charges that the president 
of the Board of Managers, 8. H. Mi- 
nor of Aurora, has collected fees for 
attending board meetings amounting 
to $337.42 to which he had no legal 
claim. 

The law, he says, expressly forbids 
the payment of such fees to Mimor 
because he is a resident of the coun- 
ty in which the institution is located. 


INDUSTRIAL FURLOUGH, NEW PLAN 


Skilled Mechanics Will Be Sent to 
Work in Munition Planta. 

Reclaiming of skilled mechanics 
who have volunteered or been in- 
ducted into the army. will be the 
work of the Industrial Furlough Sec- 
tion of the War Department, the es- 
tablishment of which has just been 
announced. 

Such men will be sent back to 
work in munition plants, their army 
pay will be suspended and they will 
receive the regular civillan work- 
men's wage scale. They will be placed 
wherever the Ordnance Department 
wants them, and may be transferred 
from one plant to another. They 
will still be In the army. Darragh 
de Lancey has been made chief of the 
section. 

Shortage of skilled labor in plants 
doing war work is beginning to be 
seriously felt. and employers are 
making industrial claims before the 
draft boards for large numbers of 
men.

Graphic Account to His 
Mother of Fierce Fighting > 
by St. Louisans. 


STAFF SAVED BY THE 
APPEARANCE OF TANK 


Third Day of the Fighting 
—Describes How Com- 
rades Were Killed. 


An interesting day-to-day account 
of the 138th (St. Louis) Infantry’s 
six-day fight in the Argonne Forest 
has been sent by Color Sergeant Wil!- 
liam Kolar of the regiment's heada- 
quarters company, in a letter dated 
Oct. 7, to his mother, Mrs. William 
Kolar of 3707 French avenue. 

The Color Sergeant discloses, for 
the first time, that the sudden ap- 
pearance of a tank on Sept. 28, the 
third day of the fighting, saved the 


cornered under fire that killed a 
French Captain and three boys from 
regimental headquarters and wound- 
ed the Colonel and others. 

The writer tells under what con- 
ditions the regiment marched to the 
battle front and discloses that it was 
under heavy shell fire when being re- 
lieved. He also tells how a number 
of the regiment's officers were killed 
and wounded. 

Letter From Sergeant. 

The letter follows: 

“I want to tell you of the greatest 
drive ever pulled off in France. Our 
division participated and I am here 
to tell you it was a terrible one. I 
happen to be one of the lucky fel- 
lows, to get out alive. I kept a little 
diary. I was kept constantly on the 
alert ducking artillery fire and put- 
ting on my gas mask.

The Value of Hospitals. 

Hospitals will prevent illness by 
educating the people how to avoid it, 
and by discovering cures for ciseuses 
and new methods of preventing 
them, Dr. Lee states. To do this, 
they must have money, and the only 
place to get it is from the public, 
which is to benefit from it. 

“The old-time hospitals were re- 
garded as places in which to die,” 
said Dr. Lee. ‘“‘More and more hos- 
pitals in the future will be regarded | 
as schools in which to learn how ta 
get welland keep well. The Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, Boston, 
receives more than $200,000 a year 
in gifts from the people, rich and' 
poor alike, and other Eastern hos- 
pitals receive gifts in proportion.” 

He calculated that there are 30,000 | 
persons ill in St. Louis and suburbs 
every day, of which about 10,000 are |

less checked by scientific methods. 

Money Needed for Experiments. 

“It is in isolating these germs and | 
discovering ways of preventing them 
from multiplying and infecting peo- | 
ple that the hospitals chiefly work | 
to protect the public,”’ says Dr. Lee. | 
“This requires elaborate apparatus | 
and the time of scientists, and the | 
public is asked to give its money to/| 
furnish these. 

“Many kinds of bacteria are help- 
‘ful to the body. and one of the labors | 
of scientists is to ‘train’ the good | 
'microbes to fight the bad ones. It. 
_is the ‘good’ microbes in the serum | 
that keep smallpox and diphtheria 
|}away.”’ 

As showing the progress being. 
/made in preventing disease, it is. 
pointed out by Dr. Lee that one man 
in 10 in the American army died of 
disease during the Mexican War; on: 
in 25 during the Civil War; one in’ 
'40 during the war with Spain, while 
in the present war the rate has been 
about one in 600. 

“During the Civil War there wer: 
about twice as many deaths from dis- 
ease as were killed in action,” said

America must guard 
her own interests in these matters for no other nation will guard them for 
her.

Panoply of Entente Banners on Post-Dispatch Building Recalls 
Curious Mediaeval Lore. 


HE art of flag-devising being primarily that 

of exciting some of the mightiest emotions 

known to man by means of color sensa- 

tions, the curious onlooker at the array of 
28 allied banners displayed on the Post-Dispatch 
Building may find material for interesting reflec- 
tions as to the relative effectiveness of their vari- 
ous combinations of hues. 

He will probably discover that the appeal of 
each flag depends, apart from historical and 
patriotic associations, upon the fidelity with which 
it follows a law of the ancient science of heraldry. 
That “metal must not be placed on metal, or color 
upon color,” sounds almost meaningless to modern 
ears. Yet this law is based upon a principle of 
optics which is as true today as it was when 
chivalry was in flower. 

In blazonry, white signified silver and yellow 
signified gold, the two precious metals. The old 
law, then, means that white must not be placed 
upon or adjacent to yellow, and that no other two 
colors must be placed upon or adjacent to each 
other. It is obvious, in the first place, that white 
and yellow provide an insufficient contrast. In 
the second place, other combinations of colors are 
apt, at a distance, to blend together; red and blue, 
for instance, shading into purple. 

It is illuminating to note that in the revolution 
of 1848 the Provisional Government ordered that 
the French tricolor’s three vertical bands should 
be arranged in this order from the staff: blue, red 
and white. Here, of course, is color adjacent to 
color. Parisian artistic sense was so offended that 
after two days the order was canceled. The tri- 
color now stands correctly: Hoist, blue; center, 
white; fly, red. " 

A difficult problem was triumphantly solved by 
the heralds in 1801 when the Union Jack, the bril- 
liant national flag of the British empire, came into 
existence. The task was to combine in one de- 
vice the crosses of St. George, for England; St. 
Andrew, for Scotland, and St. Patrick, for Ireland. 

The St. George cross is red, and the field of the 
flag was to be the blue of the Scottish standard. 
Obviously, red could not be placed on blue. Hence 
the border of white which encloses the St. George 
cross. Similarly, the red cross of St. Patrick could 
not be placed on the blue field. Therefore, St. 
Patrick’s emblem was superimposed upon the white 
cross of St. Andrew, with the arms of the Irish 
cross thrown conspicuously out of center so that 
the crosses of St. Andrew and St. Patrick might 
remain distinct at the first glance. By this ar- 
rangement, in addition, the three crosses keep the 
color schemes of the original national banners, 
now combined into one—the red of the St. George 
upon white, the white of the St. Andrew upon blue, 
and the red of the St. Patrick on white. 

While speaking of the Union Jack it is inter- 
ésting to remember that it is a younger banner 
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than the Stars and Stripes, although the three 
crosses of which it is composed date back to far 
distant history. ‘The St. George and the St. 
Andrew were for centuries the national emblems 
of England and Scotland respectively, prior to 
their union when a Scottish King ascended the 
double throne under the title of James I. To them 
was added the St. Patrick Cross in 1801. 

How ancient legends may persist into modern 
times is shown by the X-shaped cross of St. An- 
drew. This apostle, it is related, deemed him- 
self unworthy to perish on a cross of the same 
conformation as that on which Jesus died, and 
as a privilege of mercy obtained from his judges 
permission to be executed on an instrument of dif- 
ferent construction. St. Patrick did not attain 
the glory of martyrdom, and there is a legend 
that his cross is derived from the sacred mono- 
gram on the labarum of Constantine, in which 
“X” was the first letter of the Greek word for 
Christ. 

The Chinese, in devising their new flag, the 
Jack, had the problem of combining five colors in 
horizontal stripes, and accomplished it in strict 
accordance with the laws of blazonry. The stripes, 
from top to bottom, run: Red, yellow, blue, white 
and black. The Czecho-Slovak flag, newest of the 
world’s standards, also solved correctly the task 
of combining the three colors of red, white and 
blue in five horizontal stripes. 

Two of the most brilliant tricolor flags in the 
world are those of Belgium and Rumania. Each 
has three vertical bars, properly arranged. In the 
first the order is black, yellow and red; in the 
second it is blue, yellow and red. But the Servian 
tricolor, heraldically speaking, is in error. Its 
horizontal bars are arrangéd: Red, blue and white. 

The fault of placing metal upon metal is com- 
mitted in the flag of Uruguay. The canton, or 
union, in the upper corner next the staff is white 
(silver), and upon it is imposed a yellow (gold) 
sun. 

The banners of Montenegro and Portugal would 
not escape censure for their blazonry, the former 
placing red next to blue and the latter green be- 
side red. The Italian tricolor’s bands of green, 
white and red are correct; but the yellow crown 
of the war flag, placed on the white stripe above 
the red shield of the arms of Savoy, is setting 
metal on metal. 

The United States flag would be perfectly cor- 
rect if four of its red stripes did not impinge upon 
the blue field. The same technicality is found in 
the flag of Liberia, and a similar one in that of 
Cuba, where blue stripes touch the red triangle. 
Brazil’s elaborate flag adroitly escapes all error. 
Upon the green field is a yellow diamond; upon 
the yellow diamond is a blue sphere; upon the blue 
sphere are white stars and a white band, the lat- 
ter bearing in blue letters: “Ordem e Progresso.”

HE “grand old man" of American medicine 

- is Dr. William Williams Keen, who, at the 

2 age of 81, is a Major in the Medical Corps 

of the United States Army and emeritus 

professor of surgery at the Jefferson Medical College, 
Philadelphia. . 

Recently he read before the American Academy of 
Political and Social Science a most illuminating paper 
on the wonderful progress that has been made in 
military surgery since the Civil War. No one is bet- 
ter qualified to draw the immense contrast than Dr. 
Keen, who served as a surgeon with the Union 
armies. A summary of the paper is given belorr. 
often in Dr. Keen's own language. 

N the Civil War surgeons knew absolutely 
nothing of “germs.”’ Bacteriology—the young- 
est and greatest science to aid in the con- 
quest of death—did not exist! Pasteur’s 
researches only won gradual assent in the late 
‘60s and early ‘70s. Lister's first paper on 
antiseptic surgery was not published until 

1867, two years after the close of the Civil War, and his 
views were not generally accepted till the late ‘70s. 
But the precious gift of anesthesia had been obtained 
in 1846. 

The almost virgin fields of battle in the Civil War 
held few bacteria, and hence tetanus was not com- 
mon, though it was deadly, killing nine out of ten 
victims. In the early days of the present war it was 
a terrible scourge, and exacted a fearful toll of lives. 
Few now die of lockjaw, because every wounded man 
receives an injection of antitoxin at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

In the Civil War compound fractures killed two out 
of every three and amputations averaged more than 
50 per cent mortality. Only 25 per cent of the cases of 
compound fracture are now fatal. The mortality of 
amputations in our armies today is low; in some series 
every patient has recovered. 

In one night after Gettysburg Dr. Keen had five cases 
of secondary hemorrhage. From 1876, when he adopt- 
ed the antiseptic method, until today he has not seen 
five other cases. 

The hypodermic syringe was so new in the ‘60s 
that the number of army surgeons who had them prob- 
ably did not exceed the number of one’s fingers, and 
quite certainly not of fingers and toes together. 

The ophthalmoscope had been devised in 1851, but 
few and far between were those who could use it 
in our army 10 years later. This was even more true 
of the laryngoscope, first devised in 1858. Instruments 
for examining all the accessible hollow organs—the 
ear, the nose, the bronchial tubes in the interior of 
the lungs, the stomach, bladder and kidney—were not 
so much as dreamed of 50 years ago. 

Surgeons in 1861-65, utterly unaware of bacteria and 
other dangers, in their ignorant innocence committed 
grievous mistakes which nearly always imperiled life 
and often actually caused death. They operated in old 
blood-stained coats, the veterans of a hundred fights. 
They operated with clean hands in the social sense, 
but they were not disinfected hands. They used 
undisinfected instruments from undisinfected plush- 
lined cases, and, still worse, used marine sponges which 
had been used in prior cases and had been only washed 
in tap water. ; 

if a sponge or an instrument fell on the floor it 
was washed and squeezed in a basin of tap water and 
used as if it were clean. The silk to tie blood vessels 
was undisinfected. One end was left hanging out of 
the wound and after three or four days was duly 
pulled upon to see if the loop on the blood vessel

had rotted loose. When it came away, if a blood clot 
had formed and closed the blood vessel, well and good; 
if no such clot had formed, then a dangerous “secon- 
dary"’ hemorrhage followed, and not seldom was 
fatal. 

The silk with which they sewed up all wounds was 
undisinfected. If there was any difficulty in thread- 
ing the needle they moistened the silk with bacteria- 
laden saliva and rolled it between bacteria-infected 
fingers. : 

They dressed the wounds with clean but undisin- 
fected sheets, shirts, tablecloths or other old, soft 
linen rescued from the family ragbag. They had no 
sterilized gauze dressing, no gauze sponges. _ 

How utterly different are present methods! So 
rapid has been the progress even in the last two years 
that Harvey Cushing, writing to Dr. Keen recently 
from France, said, “1916 was another world!” 

As in civil surgery, the skin in the area of operation 
is today carefully disinfected; beyond this area every- 
thing is covered with disinfected sheets or towels. 
The surgeon, every assistant and every nurse wear 
disinfected gowns and disinfected rubber gloves. Every 
instrument, dressing, needle and silk and catgut used 
for ligatures to tie blood vessels and to sew up wounds 
are sterilized. 

All ligatures and blood vessels are now cut off short 
and in non-infected cases the wound is immediately 
closed. The ligatures are absorbed and never heard 
from. Secondary hemorrhage is almost unknown. 

But in this world war the conditions are far more 
terrible than those of the Civil War. The present war 
is waged on and in densely infected soil—France and 
Flanders have been cultivated and manured for 2000 
years; the wounds are caused by high explosives which 
hurl many irregular fragments with unimagined ve- 
locity; wounds are often multiple, even up to 100 sim- 
ultaneous wounds; the tissues are horribly lacerated 
and devitalized; fragments of the missile and of the 
dirty, muddy and highly infected clothing are often 
driven deep into the tissues. 

All these elements have conspired to develop an 
unprecedented riot of infection. Every wound is in- 
fected, and with an intensity utterly unknown prior 


to 1914 either in civil or military surgery. The efforts. 


to control infection by the means in ordinary use almost 
entirely failed during the first two years of war. Teta- 
nus, gas gangrene, blood poisoning and other infections 
seemed unconquerable for a time. 


But research has won the victory. Lister’s surgical 
principles have been at last even more firmly estab- 
lished than ever. The chemist and the bacteriologist 
are now constantly associated with the surgeon and 
together they have often snatched the crown from the 
brow of death. 

Carrel and others have shown that, for, say, the 
first six, sometimes even for the first twelve, hours 
after a wound has been inflicted the bacteria—even 
the most dangerous—are localized on the tissues lining 
the wound, and especially near any retained clothing 
or fragment of shell. The wound is “contaminated,” 
but not yet deeply “infected.” If the wounded can be 
brought to the surgeon within these few golden hours, 
even after very severe wounds, two out of three can be 
saved. 

But to effect this first of all the most perfect aseptic 
care must be given. All missiles, and especially all 
dirty and infected clothing, must be removed, in finding 
which the X-rays are of the utmost service. By the 
knife the wound is opened to all its ultimate pockets 
and recesses and the tissues lining the entire wound 
are cut away. With this removal of the tissues covered 
with bacteria all the adjacent tissues which have been 
practically killed and devitalized by the flerce impact 
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1916 


of the missile must also be removed. Then 
the wound can be closed at once and will heal 
immediately. The knife in such cases is by 


far the best antiseptic. The few bacteria left 
are destroyed by the cells and fluids of the 
body. 

But in those unfortunates who do not 
reach surgical aid promptly, even though the 
foreign bodies and the devitalized tissues be 
removed, too often the wounds by that time 
are so deeply infected that primary healing 
cannot be secured, and other means of treat- 
ment must be used. . 


Dakin, an English pysiological chemist, 
now residing in America, by research has 
found the means of depriving the cheap ordi- 
nary bleaching powder (sodium-hypochlorite) 

_ of its noxious properties, and Carrel, by prior 
years of work in the Rockefeller Institute and 
in France for four years, has devised a means 
for distributing this best disinfectant to even 
the deepest parts of the wound in a constant 
stream. 

The bacteria are rapidly destroyed. Every 
second day the bacteriologist examines the 
discharges from the wound and counts the 
number of bacteria found by his microscope. 

When they have practically disappeared the surgeon 
can then, close the wound. Out of 400 such wounds 
closed in Carrel’s hospital in Compiegne—now de- 
stroyed by the barbarous Huns—there were only six 
failures! 

Sanitation fifty years ago was crude and unsatisfac- 
tory as compared with that of today. The chief reason 
for this was that bacteriology was utterly unknown 
and that research had not discovered any of the anti- 
toxins nor the role of the insect world in spreading 
disease. 

In 1861 surgeons were wholly ignorant of the fact 
that the mosquito, and only the mosquito, spreads yel- 
low fever and malaria; and of the role of the fly in 
spreading typhoid fever by walking over our food. 
We did not even suspect that the flea and the rat 
conspired to spread the bubonic plague and that the 
louse was responsible for the deadly typhus and that 
serious and wholly new disease—trench fever. 

Research has now provided us with antitoxins against 
typhoid, diphtheria, tetanus, cerebro-spinal meningitis 
and other diseases and will provide us with still more. 

Typhoid has been banished from our army. When 


we recall the figures for the Civil War and the Spanish-_ 


American War in contrast with the present war, the 
American people- should be infinitely grateful to the 
patient, persistent and much abused research workers 
in our laboratories for their humane and beneficent 
work. 

The bacillus of typhoid was only discovered in 1889, 
fifteen years after the Civil War. During the Civil 
War there were 79,462 cases and 29,336 deaths from 
typhoid. In the Spanish-American War, out of 107,- 
000 soldiers in our whole army, there were 20,738 
cases and 1580 deaths from typhoid. Every fifth man 
was attacked! Of the entire number of deaths during 
this short war, including both those from disease an. 
from wounds, 86 per cent were due to typhoid alone. 


In the present war, as in the case of tetanus, the 
use of the preventive antitoxin has enormously re- 
duced the number of typhoid cases. The recruiting 
of our army took place in the autumn of 1917, the 
very season for typhoid, with men in numbers fifteen 
times as many as in the Spanish-American War, and 
in a period exceeding in length the whole duration of 
that war. The following figures have been furnished 
by Surgeon-General Gorgas: 

“In the entire army, numbering over 1,500,000 men, 
at thé end of December, 1917, there had been during 
the year 242 admissions to hospitals on account of ty- 
phoid fever, with 18 deaths. During the corresponding 
period in 1861, when the Northern army was being 
roobilized, there were about 9500 cases of typhoid fever, 
with less than one-quarter of the strength of the pres- 
ent army, with about 1800 deaths!” 

Had the rate of the Civil War prevailed in 1917, 
there would have been 38,000 cases and 7200 deaths, in- 
stead of 242 cases and 18 deaths! Had the rate of 
the Spanish-American War prevailed, there would have 
been more than 311,000 cases and 23,700 deaths. In 
the annual reports of the Surgeon-Generals of the army 
and navy this enormous and happy prevention of ty- 
phoid is attributed almost entirely to anti-typhoid vac- 
cination. 

During the past year, of the 1,500,000 vaccinated 
men, about 9000 were obliged to spend one or two days 
in hospital on account of a moderate resulting fever 
following the vaccination. During that same year 
there was just one death ascribed to anti-typhoid vac- 
ciInation—one death out of over 1,500,000 men! 

Some persons have asserted that thé death rate in 
the army far exceeded that of our large cities. Gen. 
Gorgas states that, om the contrary, statistics for mea

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Minnesota’s 6000 


MAGINE that a conflagration, kindled in St. 
Lauis, raced north as far as Hannibal, and 
then, lashed by a tempest of wind, drove 
west on an 80-mile front with the speed 
of a tornado and a roaring as of massed ar- 
tillery, until its farthest-flung embers lay 
smoldering along a line from Jefferson City 

to Chillicothe, 100 miles from the Mississippi. 

Picture the flight of hundreds of thousands of 
refugees before the sudden onset of the most pitiless 
of elements; the destruction of a myriad of homes 
and the appalling deaths of trapped men, women and 
children. 

Thus you may bring home to your own realization 
an impression of the grandiose bonfire of timber, 8000 
square miles in area, which recently ravaged Minne- 
sota, wiping out 1000 lives, rendering 40,000 persons 
homeless and wreaking havoc estimated from $35,000,- 
000 to $60,000,000. 

You will also understand why the Minnesota au- 
thorities are far from accepting the visitation as “an 
act of God,” according to the pious phrase of the law- 
yers. They are conducting a vigorous investigation 
to determine whether the holocaust may not more prob- 
ably be ascribed to the incendiary hand of treason. 
The afflicted region has long been a stamping ground 
for Industrial Workers of the World and pro-German 
plotters. 

As a vignette often tells a story more poignantly 
than a painting of heroic size, so one small incident 
may prove more vivid than a great canvas of an en- 
tire catastrophe. Let us take the case of Moose Lake, 
a recreation resort in the southern part of Carlton 
County, which lies beside a body of water of the same 
name—a big pond, in fact, scarcely three-quarters of 
a mile across. 

One morning a call came to Moose Lake from the 
Kettle River district—this is a stream flowing south 
through Pine and Carlton counties to empty in the 
St. Croix River—for aid against a fire that had broken 
out there. In the timber countries that is a summons 
which no man ignores. So stores were hurriedly closed 
and business offices locked up, and most of the male 
population, in automobiles and wagons and on foot, 
hastened away. As the wind was blowing from the 
east and the blaze was to the west they apprehended 
no danger to their own homes. 

But at 7 p. m., as the women and children were 
sitting down at supper, there came a sudden alarum 
from the bell in the tower of the city hall. The toll- 
ing was quickly taken up and echoed by all the church 
bells. Rushing forth, the inhabitants beheld a wave 
of flames striding down upon them. The wind, as if 
won to a conspiracy with its brother element, had 
veered and was already driving smoke, sparks and 
fiving brands upon the town. 

‘One building after another flared up until all the 
village was on fire. Before such as assault man- 
made devices were powerless; besides, all the able- 
bodied men were away. Obeying a universal instinct, 
the whole population fied to the shores of the lake, 
seeking refuge with the element that is the enemy 


of fire. 
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Recent forest conflagration cost 1000 
lives, rendered 40,000 homeless, and 
caused damage of scores of millions 
—Population of one town driven in- 
to lake, where they stood all night 
with only heads emerging — One 
funeral for seven brothers and sis- 
ters — Fire fighters, cut off by 
flames, saved by signals with elec- 
tric torch + +. 4: 


First they crowded the pavilions along the beach, 
but the flames, after devouring the town, pursued 
them to this haven. Tongues of fire leaped from the 
shore and ignited the pavilions. Then there was a 
flight to boats and to hastily constructed rafts. Many 
had run to the other side of the lake, but the wind 
bore blazing faggots clear across its width and set 
fre to the woods there. 

With the lake encircled by the conflagration, and 
with an arch of burning brands stretching above and 
dropping into the water, even the boats and rafts, 
huddled in the center, began to char and smoke and 
then catch fire. There was nothing for the fugitives 
to do but jump into the water. Luckily it is not deep. 
Some, not so far from the shore, knelt in the lake 
as if in an attitude of prayer, with only their faces 
emerging. Others, swimming about, dived and rose 
alternately, putting the tips of their noses above the 
water in order to breathe. 

Several automobiles, crowded to full capacity, raced 
down to the shore and did not pause until they were 
buried under the water and the passengers were 
submerged save for their heads, many of which were 
singed and scorched by the heat or by falling sparks. 
Other women, fearful of drowning, took the desper- 
ate chance of remaining on land at the water's edge. 
Not a few had babies in their arms. They covered 


themselves with blankets and the old men drenched 
them and the children with water to prevent their 
catching on fire. 

Thus the refugees passed the night, and the next 
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morning Home Guards, who were sent to the rescue 
after the conflagration had swept on east, found wom- 
en still standing up to their necks in the lake. Even 
then, so paralyzed were they with terror that they 
refused to be taken ashore. The guards were finally 
compelled to use lassoes, which they looped around the 
women, so that they could pull them to land and hustle 
them upon relief trains going to Minneapolis and St. 
Paul. En route on these trains two babies were born. 
Seven children of Mrs. Nick Koizisto of Moose Lake 
were buried at one funeral, which was attended by 
Gov. Burnquist of Minnesota. She said that when the 
flames approached she put the children in the cellar 
of their home. Neighbors to the number of nine had 
also found refuge there, so that the mother, after she 
had placed the last child in what she thought was 
safety, was unable to crowd herself among them. 


Believing herself as good as dead, she set off run- 
ning, in what direction she did not care. Some provi- 
dence led her feet into the midst of a recently plowed 
field, which the fire could not cross. While she knelt 
there the conflagration charged past on either side, 
leaving her unscathed. She hastened home to find 
that all of the 16 persons in the cellar had been 
burned to death. 

Another woman was being operated on in the hos- 
pital at Moose Lake when brands began falling on 
the roof. Attendants fled, carrying her on a stretcher, 
to the lake front, where they placed her on a boat. 
Despite the night of exposure and terror she was 
expected to survive. Still another patient in the hos- 
pital, a man who had just been operated on for ap- 
pendicitis, was similarly borne to the lake and spent 
the night on a raft. He had insisted that a woman 
patient be removed before he would consent to aid for 
himself. 

A mother with two babies in arms bundled them 
and her aged mother into a rowboat and steered for 
a diving platform in the middle of the lake. There 
they cowered and shivered for four hours béfore res- 
cue came. fees 

Even after the sufferers were aboard the relief train 
they were not out of danger. A train bound for 
Duluth was compelled to take a sidetrack in a sand 
pit near Burnette in order to escape flames that licked 
the sides of coaches and would have ignited them 
had they been wood, instead of steel. The passengers 
found it necessary to make masks of their handker- 
chiefs to avoid being strangled by the smoke. 

Some 30 of the men from Moose Lake who had gone 
to the Kettle River district were cut off by the flames 
and gave themselves up as lost. Unexpectedly there 
came to their ears the blast of a locomotive whistle. 
Then they saw an engine and a caboose, fleeing south 
along the Soo Railroad tracks. 

One of the party was a railroad employe. He 
snatched an electric torch from his pocket and began 
flashing signals across the smoke and glare. Through 


° a lucky chance the beams of light were seen from 


the caboose. The engine stopped, backed into a side- 
track which fortunately ran into the clearing where 
the men were standing at bay, picked them up and 
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“Marie, Empress of all Rumanians!” 
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So shouted soldiers in Bucharest, slighting King Ferdinand, when marching away to re- 


ott 


deem brothers from foreign bondage—Despite tragic reverses, due to Russian perfidy, ac- 
clamation may yet come true — Queen is idol of nation, and in message to allies says:

HEN Rumania rushed to arms two 
years ago with such generous hopes 
for the redemption of her sons who 
were languishing under foreign 
bondage—-hopes doomed to tragic 
disappointment through Russian 

. treachery—the great volume of the 
nation’s cheers was not for King Ferdinand. He was 

a Hohenzollern and, therefore, suspect, though not 

a member of the Prussian, but of the Sigmaringen 

branch of the line. 

It was for his consort, Queen Marie, that the sol- 
diers lifted up their voices. As she stood in the rail- 
way station at Bucharest, watching the troop trains 
depart, there thundered about her the promise of the 
army that on its return she would be crowned with a 
new title: i 

“Empress of all the Rumanians!”’ 

Of all the Rumanians—not only those of the fa- 
therland, but of Transylvania in Austria and Bessa- 
rabia in Russia. The world knows to its sorrow that 
this acclamation was premature, but stranger things 
have happened than its eventful fulfillment. With Bul- 
garia’s downfall, Austria's disintegration and _ the 
straits of Germany itself, the prospect looms 
large that all the Rumanians will some day be 
gathered under one sovereignty, according 
to President Wilson's program for the re- 
construction of the Balkans along the cleavage 
of nationality. 

And who will be that sovereign? Possibly 
Ferdinand, though many in the allied coun- 
tries are asking for what mysterious reason 
the Germans suffered him to keep his throne, 
after driving him into exile and anathematiz- 
ing him as a “degenerate Hohenzollern.” 
Neither are the Rumanians likely to forget 
the charge that Ferdinand’s sympathies with 
the Central Powers withheld them from the 
war for more than a year after his accession. 

Therefore, another possibility is that the 
actual power of the throne may be vested in 
Queen Marie, in fact, if perhaps not in name. 
and that in the Rufnanian empire-to-be she 
will, as her soldiers shouted, really become 
Empress of all the Rumanians, as Catherine 
was Empress of all the Russians. Besides 
Catherine, there are not a few instances of 
feminine rulers—among others, the two Eliza- 
beths—of England and Russia. 

Queen Marie is the idol of her own peoplé. 
for during their disastrous hour she kas been 
the nurse and comforter of the nation. Strange- 
ly enough, she was a German Princess, as her 
husband was a German Prince. But she de- 


that of Saxony. She was a Princess of the 

Despite her lineage, Queen Marie is recog- 
nized as the leader of the return-to-the-war 
party in Rumania. The war party has gath- 
ered around her as the sick and wounded have 
done whose hearts she won by her tireless 
Whether comforting 
the ill arid bereft or stalwartly urging her people to re- 
newed effort and sacrifice in defiance of a forced and 
unjust peace, she has been an outstanding and flaming 
personality through all of Rumania’s dark days. For 
the rest of the word, as well, she remains one of the 
vivid figures of the war. If Rumania rallies again to 
the fight, she will have been largely responsible. 

From her pen comes now a message to the allied 
nations, which was written after she-went into exile 
at Jassy, and after her youngest child, Prince Mircea, 
died of typhoid fever while the Austro-German armies 
were so near to Bucharest that 72 shells fell around 
the palace one morning while the little boy lay dying. 
The message is: 

“IT want to declare that in spite of the calamity that 
has come over her, Rumania does not regret havinz 
thrown in her lot with those fighting for a holy cause. 
Rumania is proud of her allies, and confident in their 
noble sense of justice.” 

Continuing, ip the same communication, the Queen 
shows how, for her, personal bereavement and na- 
tional tragedy are woven into one fabric with the hope 
of final victory. She writes, from Jassy: 

“This is not a time for mourning in darkened cham- 
bers, not a time for idle weeping, not a time for rest. 

“My own sorrow must not separate me from others’ 
sorrows, it must be but an added link between me and 
my people, not keep me from. them at a time when 
they need me most. 
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“My country is calling; although darkness has de- 
scended like a pall on my soul, once more must ! take 
up my burden and walk. * * * 

“Therefore, I left the daily routine and went to many 
places, carrying my own grief among the most miser- 
able and forsaken, carrying my breaking heart to 
those who needed no words, only caresses and gestures 
of love. , 

“As one but hatf-conscious, | traveled through many 
parts of my land, motoring miles and miles along end- 
less stretches at the dying season of the year; [I passed 
through peaceful valleys, beneath frowning mountain 
sides, over plains where the fields were at rest. My 
soul was one with this country, its agony was the agony 
of my heart, the cries of the wounded were the cries 
of the child I had lost, and when bending over the 
beds of the dying I knew no more if it was for their 
woe | was weeping or my own! 

“From those dark corners of suffering where the 
wounded lay huddled together, their marred and bleed- 
ing visages turned to the wall; from the land itself, 
from its invaded frontiers, from its fields, its villages, 
its towns and forests, a mighty groan of anguish 
seemed rising toward the skies. I! felt as thongh I

must bend down and lift up all that anguish, lift it 
with both my hands and carry it away with me so as 
to relieve those less able to bear such a weight. 

“Yet, what could I do? With the greatness of my 
love could I save my country? Had I with my love 
even been able to save the life of my child? 

“There is an hour of which | hAve never spoken— 
an hour of darkness and sorrow that | could share 
with no one, an hour when I! had to carry my head 
very high so that none should see the tears in my eyes, 
an hour when naught else remained to me but to look 
beyond the things of this earth toward shadowy fu- 
tures that belong only to God. 

“T had to be strong at that hour, not to cry out, 
not to complain, but to lead the way into exile very 
simply, very quietly, so as to avoid all panic, so that 
no one should be afraid. Others depended upon me, al! 
eves were turned toward me to see how I would bear 
that which was unbearable, so | was silent: at that 
hour silence alone could help. 

“Many months have passed sinee then, many long 
months—months that could be years, so full are they 
of anguish and pain and grief. Months that I have 
lived close to the heart of my people, months when I 
have heard their cries and hoped their hopes and 
feared their fears; months in which I have struggled 
with them and wept with them, doing all that was in 
my power to ease their burden and to dry their tears. 

“But if there are hours when silence alone can ren- 


der bearable the duty one has to perform, there are 
others when one has a right to lift up one’s voice and 
cry out one’s longing and regret. 
, it is to me as though I must climb some very high 
mountain, up, up, till I reach its summit, so that from 
there I might perceive at least the smoke rising from 
that town which was once our loved and cherished 
center and that now lies chained and silent beneath 
the enemy’s relentless sway. 
“Yes, indeed, heart of our land! Pulsing center that 
held us together, fed our energies and filled us with 
pride!” Who of us will ever forget those last days of 
anguish, when hope became always less, when from 
all sides the voice of the cannon called out its fearful

peditionary Force in France. It tells wittily of a feat 
which excited “Chief’' Ross into turning loose the 
war-whoop of the Utes in a French village and also 
expanded his copper visage into the second smile he 
had been guilty of since joining the army a year ago. 


T following breezy story, which shows that 


HE Ute war cry rang through a French 
town the other day when Chief Ross, 
otherwise Private Ross, battalion scout 
of the — Infantry, during a moment of 
triumph over his German enemy, forgot 
himself and uttered the ancient tocsin 
of his race. 

A year ago, when Private Ross bade farewell to his 
native State, Arizona, and shed his buckskin riding 
trousers for a uniform, he immediately became a 
chief. Not a chief with the same executive powers 
as the chiefs that ruled over his race years ago, but 
a plain buck private chief. His white brethren in- 
sisted on calling him Chief the first day he arrived in 
camp, although he peeled potatoes for the Mess Ser- 
geant that day, and real chiefs are not supposed to 
do K. P. 

Chief Ross is not what you would call a model 
soldier. He has been. known to salute an officer only 
once, and that was when he had gone to his Captain 
for the third time to request a pass. He says “Ugh!” 
for “‘Yes sir,” and shakes his head for ‘No, sir.” He 
never talks much, although he has a fair knowledge 
of English. He had smiled up to the other day only 
once since he has been in the army, and that, his 
comrades say, was when his scout commander prom- 
ised him a certain something if he: would accomplish 
a certain errand which the officer was about to send 
him upon. 

It was at a training camp in America that a Scout 


-Captain first noted the peculiar abilities of Chief 


Ross. One day the regiment was maneuvering and 
it was necessary to send out scouts. Chief Ross was 
selected. A detachment, commanded by the Captain, 
was to act as the enemy, and it was Chief Ross’ duty 
te scout ahead of the advance guard, locate the enemy 
and report his location to the Colonel. 


Minnesota’s 8000-Square-Mile Bonfire. 
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sped safely | away through the fire. 

The conflagration was somewhat like a tornado in 
the devious pranks and freaks it played. Near Duluth 
it inexplicably skipped over several patches of forest, 
from one to 10 acres in extent. Several large farm 
houses shared in the good fortune which befell these 
oases in the desert of fire. Every structure in Her- 
mantown was consumed save the village church at 
the cross-roads and one farm house. 

Cloquet, 20 miles southwest of Duluth, went up in 
flames with every whistle throttle in the town tied 
down. For some time the flames roared and buildings 
crashed down to a shrill obligato of screeches from 
the steam sirens. 

The fire cut its biggest swath through Pine and 


_ Carlton Counties, but much damage was done even 


in Duluth, on the shore of Lake Superior. Among 
the communities wiped out of existence were Moose 
Lake, Cloquet, Brookston, Pine Lake, Birch Lake, 
Twig and other towns in the Kettle River district. 

The entire region was converted into a black and 
smoking waste, as if.a German retreat had passed 
that way. Frame buildings went up like paper and 
even brick and stone remained standing only where 
at the corners one wall had braced another. Steel 
bridges and railroad trestles were twisted and gnarled. 
Thousands of square miles of timber disappeared in 
the vast blight. 

This was Minnesota's third big forest fire. One 
started at Hinckley in 1894 and 418 persons were 
burned to death in 20 minutes. The other occurred 
at Baudette in 1910. More than 100 lives were lost, 
and the damage to property was $20,000,000. 

After the Baudette fire the State instituted a corps 
of Forest Rangers, the railroads supplying half of 
the personnel. The result was a steady decrease in 
the outbreaks of fire, but this year, through war de- 
mands, the force of rangers was almost depleted. 
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the Indian re- : 
ported the exact location of the “enemy,” and 
then disappeared. When the Captain and his 
detachment had been captured Chief Ross brought up 
the rear. He had returned to their position and hid 
behind a log to avoid a mistake in case the “enemy” 
changed its location. During his going and coming the 
scout had been unobserved, and the Captain was much 
surprised on learning that his position in a thick 
berry patch had been under observation by Ross. from 
the time he entered it until his “capture.” , 

When the regiment arrived in France Chief Ross, 
with 40 others, was chosen as a battalion scout. Then 
it was that his real work began. 

The first day the regiment went -into battle Chief 
Ross was very active. By night he knew every shell 
hole in No Man‘s Land, the location of every machine 
gun nest and sniper’s post. 

It was during that first day of battle that the In- 
dian scout relapsed into a silence profound even for 
him. He spoke to no one except on rare occasions. 
When directed to perform a certain errand he merely 
grunted and then faded away into the forest or under- 
brush. The errand performed—and he has never failed 
to perform one yet, whether it be a machine gun nest 
that needs silencing or only a sniper—he would re- 
turn to his own lines without even so much as making 
a report to his Scout Commander. 


His actions were noticed by the French officers and ' 


poilus. What they regarded him as at first they were 
too polite to tell, but soon they began to understand 
and admire him. 

There came the night at Fismes when the Scout 
Officer and patrol got lost in a dark wood. They dared 
not go one way or another without first obtaining 
proper information as to their locations for fear of 
walking into the German lines. They were discussing 
their problem when a dark form crawled out from 
under a shelter and approached the Lieutenant. 

It was Chief Ross. He walked over to the officer, 
pulled at his coat sleeve and bade him follow, uttering 
one of his grunts. Fifteen minutes later the party 
walked back into its own lines. 

Chief Ross developed a certain paternal affection for 
a German luger pistol that he captured one night in 
the enemy trenches. He carries it with him wherever 
he goes for fear that one of his white brothers will

annex it in his absence if he leaves it lying around. 
He has been known to sleep with it strapped to his 
belt. 

It is with this automatic pistol that he accomplishes 
his various tasks as a battalion scout. He seldom car- 
ries anything else except Nand grenades. His supply 
of ammunition is always low, but he manages to visit 
the German trenches often enough to keep supplied, 
and this German-made weapon has killed many boches. 

The Scout Commander expréssed his desire to acquire 
a pair of German field glasses. He made the remark 
to another officer in the presence of Chief Ross. That 
night a scouting party 'went out and Chief Ross was 
one of it. Next morning the Indian approached the 
Scout Commander and presented him with a pair of 
field glasses. “I get him dugout,” he explained, point- 
ing towards the German lines. 

It was last week, during the American advance be- 
yond Fismes across the Vesle, that the greatest test 
of all came. A machine gun was holding up the ad- 
vance with a harassing fire. 

It was broad daylight—3 o'clock in the afternoon. 
The task of silencing the machine gun was left to 
the Scout Commander. A picked patrol was to go 
out and accomplish the job. The work fell on Chief 
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Ross and three companions, the three being picked 
because they are almost as clever as Ross himself. 

The patrol disappeared into the underbrush with 
the Indian leading, his luger pistol ready and two 
grenades bulging in his hip pocket. 

The machine gun emplacement, it was discovered, 
was in the high window of a building not 200 yards 
from the American line. Two men were left out front 
to draw its fire and Chief Ross and the fourth man 
advanced on the position from two sides. 

It was Ross who got within range first. He crawled 
up to within a few yards of the building and could 
see the muzzle of the machine gun protruding through 
the window. 

An instant later a well-aimed grenade hurled from 
the Chief’s right hand burst inside the compartment, 
killing one of the two Germans and demolishing the 
gun. The surviving German retreated through a back 
window and slid to the ground directly behind the 
building, where he would be protetted by German Ma- 
chine-gun fire from the rear. 

It was certain death to attempt to reach the re- 
treating Hun from either side of the building, as 
machine guns were then pouring forth a hailstorm 
of bullets. 

The German was cunning, but not nearly so cunning 
as the Ute. Chief Ross swung himself to the roof 
and, cat-like, approached its ridge, where he had a 
commanding view of his fleeing enemy. 

Three shots did the job. 

It was then that Chief Ross released his tribe's 
ancient war-whoop. It was his moment of triumph. 
And if the other members of the patrol could have 
seen the Indian’s face at that moment they might 
have seen him smile for the second time since he 
has been in the army.

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Money loaned to needy families of men in service and their miss-

HE family would have nothing to do with 
the girl. She had married a_ soldier. 
They might have forgiven her had it been 
an officer, with his splendor of boots and 
braid. But a private, whose fate it would 
be to dig trenches or, perhaps, drown in 
those other men had made—that was too 

much for the family’s gorge. 

They really knew nothing about the soldier. They 
fancied he was not a millionaire, and in this suspi- 
cion they were quite correct. He was a mechanic 
before the draft put him in service. Then, quite in- 
cidentally, through a friend, he met the girl. Before 
he was sent away in the big rush of men to Europe 
last spring they were married. 

The bride’s father was so furious that, like the 
creo-el parent of melodrama, he forbade his daugh- 
ter the house. The mother pleaded for her in vain.

Very worried was this soldier, 4000 miles from home 
and a month removed by mail, when his wife's let- 
ters told of her father’s behavior. He himself wrote 
repeatedly to her father, but got no anwser. 


“Why don’t you ask the Red Cross about it?” ad- 


vised his “bunkie,”’ to whom he confided his troubles. 


The latter knew nothing of the Home Service Depart- 
ment maintained by this organization, but to the 
soldier the Red Cross is a sort of providence, to which 
one can appeal in almost any kind of difficulty. 

So there came from France a letter to the Red Cross 
in St. Louis. It was turned over to the Home Serv- 
ice Section, and its contents verified. An investigator 
who called upon the girl found her still resentful, just 
‘about breaking even financéally, and more determined 


than ever to stick it out until her soldier returned © 


home. The father, too, it proved, was just as obdurate 
as he had been from the beginning. But he- listened 
attentively to what the Red Cross worker said, and 
all that one of these asks for is attention. 

The worker began discussing quite generally the 
elements of patriotism. There was an American flag 
in the home. The mother had bought thrift stamps. 
The father had bought considerably of Liberty Bonds. 
He was almost fiery in his enthusiasm over what 
Pershing would do to “those Huns.” 

Then the Red Cross worker suggested to him that 
as the whole is no greater than its parts, his daugh- 
ter’s husband, the soldier over whom they were es- 
tranged, was as much a part of the American Army as 
Gen. Pershing himself. 

The father gulped and swallowed hard, but the logic 
was inescapable. An hour later the daughter was 
consenting to accept her father’s invitation to return 
home. on condition that she might arrange her future 
in her own way. The pleasant climax of the incident 
occurred during the Fourth Liberty Loan drive. The 
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father took out an extra subscrip- 
tion in the name of his soldier 
son-in-law, as a present for him 
to start with when he comes back 
from war. 

Since the Home Service Section 
of the Red Crosss was opened here 
a year ago, at 1536 Railway Ex- 
change Building, it has handled 
about 6000 cases. Most of the re- 
quests are simple and merely ask 
for information. But some of 
them entail a lot of real work, and 
it is the boast of the service that 
nothing can be asked which it 
will not undertake. 

As Samples of the questions sent 
in, take a few from the grist of 
one single day. A soldier in camp 
wanted to know where he could 
order the best safety razor blades 
in St. Louis. A family wished to 
be informed where a detail of sol- 
diers could be had to serve as pall- 
bearers for a son who had died in 
camp. A mother asked for a list 
of books suitable for a boy in the 
army. A soldier wrote from camp 
to learn whether there was really six-cent carfare in 
St. Louis, or whether the conductors were just 
“Knocking down” an extra cent. 

A man who had lost both legs in a railroad accident 
15 years ago, and who relied on his sons for support, 
appealed to the Red Cross. His boys had either en- 
listed. or been drafted. Two of the sons had each 
made an allotment of $15 a month to their father 
and mother, to which the Government added $10 for 
each boy; and a third son had made an apportionment 
in their behalf of $10 from his monthly pay. None 
of the money had been received. 

Investigation showed that because some technié¢ali- 
ties had been overlooked in making out the papers 
the allotments were held up in Washington. The 
Home Service Section, as the first step, bought arti- 
ficial limbs for the father and found him a clerical 
job at $60 a month. Then the matter was smoothed 
out in Washington and shortly after the man’s first 
payday the allotments began to arrive. The father 
and mother now have a monthly income of $120. 

An excited soldier erupted into Red Cross headquar- 
ters one day. He had obtained a furlough to see his 
two children before sailing overseas. On calling at 
the address where he supposed them to be he found 
the place deserted and was informed that the mother, 
from whom he was divorced, had disappeared with 
the children—and another man. 

The Home Service Section appealed to the police and 


He left for France with the assurance his 
children would be well taken care of.

detectives were assigned:to investigate. Within a week 
the mother was found in East St. Louis. An order 
was obtained from‘ the Juvenile Court taking the 
children from the mother and placing them in a good 
home in St. Louis. The soldier departed for France 
with the assurance that his children would be well 
taken care of. 

A wife appealed to the bureau because her soldier- 
husband refused to make her an allotment. He re- 
plied, when written to, that he did indeed refuse, and 
had good reason to. He detailed several counts of 
grievances which, he declared, he had against his wife. 
The section investigated each charge thoroughly and 
informed the husband that his accusations were 
groundless. He yielded to the evidence and certified 
the allotment for his wife. 

A young sailor in the merchant marine had living 
here his mother, a brother, 18 years old, and four 
younger brothers and sisters. The sailor was study- 
ing navigation and expected shortly to be licensed. 
He gometimes touched at a California port and want- 
e¢ his family moved there, so that he might be with 
them during his shore leave. 

The 18-year-old brother appealed to the Red Cross, 
stating that the sailor had found a job for him in 
California in case he could go there and take it. The 
Home Service Section, after an investigation, ad- 
vanced $87.50 for the trip. A free scholarship in a 
business college was obtained for the oldest gir, 
who is 16. In three months and a half the younger 
brother in California has repaid to the Red Cross 
more than half of the money advanced to him, and 
says that by the time his sister finishes her course he 
and his sailor brother will have enough money _ to 
move all the family to California. 


A soldier discharged from the army because of 
tuberculosis asked the Home Service Section for aid. 
A position was found for him in Arizona as care- 
taker for 14 cottages in_a tuberculosis camp. He re- 
cently wrote: “I'm getting my board and 30 big, round, 
hard iron men every month. I expect to be back in 
St. Louis before long, ready to do some real work.” 


Money is kept on hand for loans in emergency cases. 
Nearly all of the sums loaned to ex-soldiers or fami- 
lies of soldiers is returned, officials of the section say. 
The records for the last four months show that in one 
month $362 was loaned and $231 returned; the second 
month, $298 was loaned and $207 returned; the third, 
$334 was loaned and $20 returned, and the fourth, 
$464 was loaned and $650.52 was returned. 

That the maximum of service may be reached the 
City of St. Louis has been divided into 12 districts. 
Fourteen paid field- workers and two full-time volun- 
teer fleld workers, 19 volunteers in office work and 
eight stenographers assist the supervisor in taking 
care of the communications, complaints, the petitions 
and the relief administered in the bureau. The ef- 
fort is to make known to every man in service that 
the Red Cross has a bureau at home that is just as 
much a servant to him as the surgeons and nurses 
are for the injured in the field.

Panoply of Entente Banners on Post-Dispatch Building Recalls 
Curious Mediaeval Lore. 


HE art of flag-devising being primarily that 
of exciting some of the mightiest emotions 
known to man by means of color sensa- 
tions, the curious onlooker at the array of 
28 allied banners displayed on the Post-Dispatch 
Building may find material for interesting reflec- 
tions as to the relative effectiveness of their vari- 
ous combinations of hues. 

He will probably discover that the appeal of 
each flag depends, apart from historical and 
patriotic associations, upon the fidelity with which 
it follows a law of the ancient science of heraldry. 
That “metal must not be placed on metal, or color 
upon color,’ sounds almost meaningless to modern 
ears. Yet this law is based upon a principle of 
optics which is as true today as it was when 
chivalry was in flower. 

In blazonry, white signified silver and yellow 
signified gold, the two precious metals. The ald 
law, then, means that white must not be placed 
upon or adjacent to yellow, and that no other two 
colors must be placed upon or adjacent to each 
other. It is obvious, in the first place, that white 
and yellow provide an insufficient contrast. In 
the second place, other combinations of colors are 
apt, at a distance, to blend together; red and blue, 
for instance, shading into purple. 

Tt is illuminating to note that in the revolution 
of 1848 the Provisional Government ordered that 
the French tricolor’s three vertical bands should 
be arranged in this order from the staff: blue, red 
and white. Here, of course, is color adjacent to 
color. Parisian artistic sense was so offended that 
after two days the order was canceled. The tri- 
color now stands correctly: Hoist, blue; center, 
white; fly, red. : 

A difficult problem was triumphantly solved by 
the heralds in 1801 when the Union Jack, the bril- 
liant national flag of the British empire, came into 
existence. The task was to combine in one de- 
vice the crosses of St. George, for England; St. 
Andrew, for Scotland, and St. Patrick, for Ireland. 

The St. George cross is red, and the field of the 
flag was to be the blue of the Scottish standard. 
Obviously, red could not be placed on blue. Hence 
the border of white which encloses the St. George 
cross. Similarly, the red cross of St. Patrick could 
not be placed on the blue field. Therefore, St. 
Patrick’s emblem was superimposed upon the white 
cross of St. Andrew, with the arms of the Irish 
cross thrown conspicuously out of center so that 
the crosses of St. Andrew and St. Patrick might 
remain distinct at the first glance. By this ar- 
rangement, in addition, the three crosses keep the 
color schemes of the original national banners, 
now combined into one—the red of the St. George 
upon white, the white of the St. Andrew upon blue, 
and the red of the St. Patrick on white. 

While speaking of the Union Jack it is inter- 
ésting to remember that it is a younger banner

than the Stars and Stripes, although the three 
crosses of which it is composed date back to far 
distant history. The St. George and the St. 
Andrew were for centuries the national emblems 
of England and Scotland respectively, prior to 
their union when a Scottish King ascended the 
double throne under the title of James I. To them 
was added the St. Patrick Cross in 1801. 

How ancient legends may persist into modern 
times is shown by the X-shaped cross of St. An- 
drew. This apostle, it is related, deemed him- 
self unworthy to perish on a cross of the same 
conformation as that on which Jesus died, and 
as a privilege of mercy obtained from his judges 
permission to be executed on an instrument of dif- 
ferent construction. St. Patrick did not attain 
the glory of martyrdom, and there is a legend 
that his cross is derived from the sacred mono- 
gram on the labarum of Constantine, in which 
“X” was the first letter of the Greek word for 
Christ. 

The Chinese, in devising their new flag, the 
Jack, had the problem of combining five colors in 
horizontal stripes, and accomplished it in strict 
accordance with the laws of blazonry. The stripes, 
from top to bottom, run: Red, yellow, blue, white 
and black. The Czecho-Slovak flag, newest of the 
world’s standards, also solved correctly the task 
of combining the three colors of red, white and 
blue in five horizontal stripes. 

Two of the most brilliant tricolor flags in the 
world are those of Belgium and Rumania. Each 
has three vertical bars, properly arranged. In the 
first the order is black, yellow and red; in the 
second it is blue, yellow and red. But the Servian 
tricolor, heraldically speaking, is in error. Its 
horizontal bars are arrangéd: Red, blue and white. 

The fault of placing metal upon metal is com- 
mitted in the flag of Uruguay. The canton, or 
union, in the upper corner next the staff is white 
(silver), and upon it is imposed a yellow (gold) 
sun. 

The banners of Montenegro and Portugal would 
not escape censure for their blazonry, the former 
placing red next to blue and the latter green be- 
side red. The Italian tricolor’s bands of green, 
white and red are correct; but the yellow crown 
of the war flag, placed on the white stripe above 
the red shield of the arms of Savoy, is setting 
metal on metal. 

The United States flag would be perfectly cor- 
rect if four of its red stripes did not impinge upon 
the blue field. The same technicality is found in 
the flag of Liberia, and a similar one in that of 
Cuba, where blue stripes touch the red triangle. 
Brazil’s elaborate flag adroitly escapes all error. 
Upon the green field is a yellow diamond; upon 
the yellow diamond is a blue sphere; upon the blue 
sphere are white stars and a white band, the lat- 
ter bearing in blue letters: “Ordem e Progresso.”
